Convention Entre La Russie et le Japon Signee h St. Petersbourg le 

17/30 Juillet 1907. 

Le Gouvernement de SA MAJESTfi l'EMPEEEUR de toutes les 
Eussies et le Gouvernement de Sa Majeste l'Empereur du Japon, 
desireux de consolider les rapports de paix et de bon voisinage qui se 
sont heureusement retablis entre la Eussie et le Japon et voulant ecarter 
pour l'avenir toute cause de malentendus dans les relations des deux 
empires, sont convenus des dispositions suivantes : 

Article. I. Chacune des deux hautes parties contractantes s'engage a

The Government of His Majesty the Emperor of Japan and the 
Government of His Majesty the Emperor of all the Eussias, being desir- 
ous to consolidate relations of peace and good neighborhood which have 
happily been restored between Japan and Russia, and wishing to remove 
for the future all cause of misunderstanding in the relations of the Two 
Empires, have agreed upon the following stipulations: 

Art. I. Each of the High Contracting Parties engages to respect the 
actual territorial integrity of the other, and all rights due now both 
Parties by virtue of treaties, conventions and contracts now in force 
between them and China, copies of which have been exchanged between 
the Contracting Parties (so far as those rights are not incompatible with 
the principle of equal opportunity), as well as by virtue of the Treaty 
signed at Portsmouth on- ^*g fi ' 1905 and the Special Conventions 
concluded between Japan and Russia. 

Art. II. The two High Contracting Parties recognize the independ- 
ence and territorial integrity of the Empire of China and the principle 
of equal opportunity for the commerce and industry of all nations in 
that Empire, and engage to uphold and support the maintenance of status 
quo and the respect for the said principle by all pacific means at their 
disposal. 

The Undersigned duly authorized by their respective Governments 
have signed this Convention and have affixed thereto their seals.
